tain J. J. Auterson of the steamer Al­ 
bright. which passed up the river early 
in the morning. 
She reported having 
passed through Ave miles of wreckage 
thirty miles southwest of Longpoint, 
consisting of parts of the cabin, life 
preservers and doors of some vessel. 
The cabin was painted 
whit**, but 
there were no distinguishing marks to 
tell what vessel it was from. The ar­ 
rival of the Wilson, however, leaves 
no doubt but that the wreckage is 
from the Macy, as the last seen of 
that steam er was In the near vicinity. 
The Macy, with the Wilson In tow, 
left Buffalo last Saturday with a cargo 
of coal. 
When half way up Lake Erie 
the gale was encountered, and when 
abreast of Port Burwell the tow line 
of the barge was thrown off by the 
crew of the Macy, leaving the schooner 
to shift for herself. 
When last seen 
by the crew of the Wilson, the Macy 
was laboring heavily in the sea and 
was evidently making for shelter. 
If 
the crew had time to leave their ship 
before the plunge to the bottom. It Is 
not believed the small boats could 
have lived long in the 
terrible sea 
running. 
That nothing 
has 
been 
heard of them has convinced the own­ 
ers that all are lost. 
The Macy was owned by P. J. Ralph 
Sr Co. of Itetrolt, and was insured for 
$16,500. 
She was one of the older 
type of wooden steamers. 
She regis­ 
tered 752 tons and was built in 1881. 
The crew of the Macy probably num­ 
bers eighteen, as that is the number 
necessary to man a ship of her size. 
The captain of the Macy was M. W. 
Gotham and the engineer was W. F. 
Gregory. 
The captain of the Mabel 
Wilson is J. FL Gotham, and the latter 
stood at the helm and saw his brother’s 
vessel pitch to the bottom of the lake

Secretary of Agriculture Quarantines 
Cattle in New England. 
Boston. Nov. 28.—The order of the 
secretary of agriculture 
placing an 
embargo on the shipment of 
cattle 
from the port of Boston and declaring 
in quarantine cattle and swine of Ver­ 
mont. 
Massachusetts, 
Rhode 
Island 
and Connecticut, will give great as­ 
sistance to the Massachusetts cattle 
commission in its efforts to stamp out 
the epidemic of foot and mouth disease 
in this state. 
At the same time the 
order threatens curtailment of the for­ 
eign commerce of Boston, in that it is 
likely to temporarily cut off the ship­ 
ment to Europe of an average of 2.500 
head of cattle a week. 
The disease has broken out In herds 
of cows in a dozen towns in Middlesex 
and Worcester counties, from 
which 
sections the great hulk of the milk 
supply of Boston Is received. 
It is 
with the hope of preventing further in­ 
fection. especially in the western part 
of the state, and of stamping out the 
disease where it now exists, that the 
department of agriculture 
and 
the 
state authorities have joined hands. 
The government order was received 
with surprise, not only by the cattle­ 
men of Brighton, but by the steamship 
agents as well, as it means a consid­ 
erable loss to the four or five foreign 
lines carrying cattle to Europe from 
this port. Such drastic measures have 
seldom been adopted by the United 
States government.
